SCHOLAR PASSES 


The death occurred suddenly ubout 
2.15 p.m. yesterday of Professor Hsu 
Ti-shan, Chairman of the Chinese 
Department of the Hongkong | Unl- 
versity. Prof, Hsu had been slightly 
indisposed since July 28 and was last 
seen by his doctor about 11 a.nt. 
yesterday, when: the Professor’s con- 
dition appeared to be satisfactory. 
He had a sudden seizure after tiffin, 
however, and died at his residence 
in Robinson Road before medical aid 
could be summoned. He was 47 
yeurs old, 5 

The late Professor Hsu has-been 
ln Hongkong for about six years, 
and counts a large circle of friends 
among all communities, hig sympa- 
thetic and understanding nature 
having made him very popular, 

The funeral will take placo to-day 

at the Chinese Christian Cemetery, 
Pokfulam, the cortege leaving tne 
University Great Hall, where his 
body wilt le Th state all day, at 4 
pm, ° A funeral service conducted 
by .Bishop Hall will be held in the 
Great. Hall at 3 p.m. ‘ 
' Professor Hsu is survived by his 
widow, a son, Ling-chung, 10, a 
student of King’s College, a daugh- 
ter, Yen~yile, 8, of St Stephen's Girls’ 
College, and another daughtbr by his 
first marriage, who is on™ under- 
graduate at Kwangsi University. 

A native of Formosa, Professor 
Nsu-was the fourth son of the late 
Mr Hsu Nam-ying, a former District 
Governor in Formosa, and wag born’ 
in Taiwan on January 16, 1894, Fol- 
lowing the Japanese occupation of 
the Istand after the first Sino-Japan- 
ese War, the family moved to Chao- 
chow; near Swatow, where his father 
wis appointed to another high Gov-

., Professor Hsu was about 14 years 
old when his father was appointed

In 1919 Professor Hsu entered

bia where, after a year's work he

ultra-violet Irradiation was carried 
on us In secondary grades not sub- 
jected to the experiment. :

They were hung low and,operating 
continuously during: school hours, 
sent out rays which killed bacteria 
borne on the natural air currents in

THE = semi-scepticism - with 
which the earlisr Russian claims 
of *successes against the so

“The Strange Case of. 


HESS’S. PROPHET 


"By Elizabeth Castonier gs 


In, April,; 1933, the famous’ 
clairvoyant Jan Erik Hanussen, 
a Polish Jew with an unpron~- 
nounccable: name, disappeared 
from his Berlin, flat. The Nazis 
had just obtained power, and his 
disappearance. was only men- 
tioned: casually in the Press— 
after all, he was a Jow. 

But Hanussen had played a 
very important role in the Nazi 
Party’s development. He had 
been poor a few years previously. 
But by performances in variety 
theatres all ovér Central Europe 
he had made a fortune. He lived 
in n luxury flat in Berlin's May- 


fair and everybody who was any- 


body~ consulted him: -business- 
men; millionaires, aristocrate— 
and they had to pay heavily. . 


ay 


Ho foresaw the Nazi danger 
long before it actually came. 
And he fried to remain in con- 
stant touch with more or less 
important party ~ members in 
order to become a “Schutzjude” 
(Jew protected by the Nazis). 
Among. his constant customers 
were many who were killed in 
the great purge of June, 1934: 
Heines, Brueckner, 


‘ dorf, 


“Rudolf Hess came for advice 
to, Hanussen.... It was a well- 
known fact that Hess was a 
highly strung, superstitious 
youngster who believed in the 
“Kurpfuscher” (those . who 
diagnose disenses by looking into 
the paticnt’s eyes, ‘touching his 
hand to establish contact, and 
prescribing harmless herbs and 
dried grass at exorbitant prices). 


Hanussen “had predicted 
Hitler’s future and given him 
advice many times. But only 
before Hitler. camo into.power, 
Afterwards Hanussen was just 
a Jew, but dangerous because he 
knew, too much of the private 
lives of leading Nazis, Many of 
them felt-very uncasy about this 
man who knew ‘that the “inner 
circle’ surrounding Adolf Hitler, 
was rotten and consisted of 
sadists, masochists and perverts 
of different grades. He gave 
large sums‘to the party. He 
financed Count Hellsdorf, who 
was constantly-in debt and being 
blackmailed “ because of his 
abnormal inclinations. 


Shortly before taking over the 
vommand in Germany, Hitler 
had a detailed horoscope made 
by Hanussen. : 

Hanussen made' two of them, 
an official one and one for his 
files. The one handed over to 
-Hitler.___predicted___ victories, 
successes and.immortality. The 
other foresaw Hitler's death. 
He was to be shot-by one of his

This private prophecy dis- 


appeared from’ his files and. 


Hanussen was taken from his 
flat by two SS. men. - | 

After a while, rumours began 
to spread that Hanussen had 
been murdered. . Hess gave an 
order that Hanusgen must be 
found, dead or alive, at any cost. 


And the body was found in a 
wood near Berlin, with bullets 
in his back, . 

‘A’ humble shoemaker in 
Berlin's suburb immedintcly 
miade a statoment that he had 
seen @ man, hands tied behind 
his back, looking Uke -Hanussen, 
being pushed past his house into 


‘the wood. He heard shots, look- 


ed out and could just seo the two 
Nazis in uniform putting back 
their revolvers and dragging the 
corpse, away. . This shoemaker 
never returned to his home. 
But it was an almost official 
secrct in Berlin that Hanussen 
had been shot because Hitler had 
suspected Hess to be the man 
who might kill him somo day.

DE GAULLE 


In March, 1916, in the 
glorious inferno of Douau-.

ly «wounded for the third time 
since the beginning of the war, 
was captured on the battle- 
field. On five occasions he - 
attempted to escape: and five 
times he was recaptured, But 
neither reprisals nor persecu- 
tions could get the better -of 
him. And when the victory 
of our armics liberated him, 
the man was well tempered 
who gavé himself entirely to 
the service of France. 

In his book, “The Army of 
the Future”, published in 1934 
one reads: ; 

“In order to bring into being © 
the‘ professional army, and in 
order that thnt army, should 
be provided with the material 

.and with the new spirit with. 
out which {t will never bo more 
than’ a .will-o’-the-wisp, a 
leader will’ have to appear 
whose judgment is ‘indcpen-. 
dent, whose orders are irresis- 
tible, and who is well thought 
of by public opinion, He must 
he in the service of. only the’ 
state, free from prejudices, 
disdaining | patronage. He 
must be firmly committed to 
his: ‘task, absorbed in far- 
reaching plans, well-informed 
abopt the men and things to 

be dealt. with, He must be a 
leader who is at one with the, 
‘army, devoted to those he. 
commands, eager for - respon--. 
-nibility ; a man strong. cnough

In April, “1983, the famous 
clairvoyant Jan Erik Hanusson, 
a Polish Jew with an unpron: 
nounceable ‘name, disappeared 
from his Berlin flat. Tho Nazis 
had just obtaindd power, and his 
disappearance was only men-' 
tioned casually in the Presa— 
after all, he wasa Jew. 

But‘ Hanussen had played a 
very important role in the Nazi 
Party’s development. He had 
been poor a few years previously. 
But by performances in varicty

he had made a fortune, He lived 
in a luxury flat in Berlin’s May- 
fair and everybody who was any- 
body . consulted him: _busincss- 
men, millionaires, nristocrats— 
and they had to pay heavily.

Rudolf Hess came for advice 
to Hanussen. It was a well- 
known fact that Hess was. & 
highly strung, ” superstitious 
youngster who believed in the 
“ICurpfuscher” (those ° who 
diagnose diseases by looking into 
the paticnt’s cyes, touching his 
hand to establish contact, and! 
prescribing harmless herbs and 
dried grass at exorbitant prices), 


Hanussen had "predicted 
Hitler’s future and given him 
advice many times. But only 
before Hitler came into power. 
Afterwards Hanugsen was. just 
a Jew, but dangerous because he 
knew too much of the privato 
lives of leading Nazis, Many. of 
them felt very uneasy about this 
man who know that the “inner 
circle” surroynding Adolf Hitler 
was rotten and consisted of 
sadists, masochists arid perverts 
of different grades, He gayo 
large sums to the party.
